The 1986 Atlantic Salmon Management Plan is divided 
into major components. This permits easier reference to the 
appropriate measures applicable in each geographic region 


and Atlantic Salmon Management zones. 


The News release of the plan is contained in the 
first section. The second section includes the principles 
which have been adopted, after consultation with all parties 
involved, for the management of the salmon fishery. The 
next section presents the major elements contained in the 
1986 Atlantic Salmon Management Plan followed by the general 
policies and measures regarding licensing, tagging, gear, 
enforcement, habitat and enhancement in Gulf, Scotia-fFundy, 
and Newfoundland regions. Specific management initiatives 
and guidelines for particular salmon management zones are

THE 1986 ATLANTIC SALMON MANAGEMENT PLAN - 
RECREATIONAL AND COMMERCIAL FISHERIES 


HALIFAX - The Minister of Fisheries and Oceans, the Honourable 

Tom Siddon, today announced the major components of the 1986 Atlantic 
Salmon Management Plan. The 1986 plan emphas izes conservation and 
restoration of the Atlantic Salmon stocks ad builds upon the 
five-year conservation program introduced in 1984. 

"IT have taken great pains to be fair in spreading the burden 
of necessary conservation efforts among all user groups," the Minister 
said when he announced the plan. 

The 1986 plan maintains the closure of the commercial 
fishery in the Maritime provinces that was implemented in 1985. And 
in Newfoundland and Labrador waters, the commercial salmon fishery 
will be further curtailed. The 1986 commercial season will open on 
June 5 and closing dates vary according to zone, with the last closure 
date being October 15, 1986. Mandatory tagging will be introduced for 
the first time in all areas of Newfoundland and Labrador. 

The federal government will also introduce a voluntary 
commercial licence buy-back program in conjunction with the provinces 
of New Brunswick and Nova Scotia. Federal amd provincial officials 
will elaborate on the terms of the buy-back program with f ishermen's 
representatives in the Maritimes over the coming weeks. 

"The biological data simply do not support a re-opening of 
the commercial fishery in the Maritimes at this time," Mr. Siddon 
said. "Our limited financial resources can be devoted more 
effectively to the conservation of Atlantic salmon stocks through a 
licence buy-back program than through continued ad-hoc annual 
compensation schemes." 
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"T am, however, very sympathetic to the plight of the 
displaced commercial fishermen, and will therefore be discussing a 
number of options with my cabinet colleagues," the Minister said. 
"Included anong options would be the direct participation by these 
commercial fishermen, together with all other user groups, in a 
coherent long-term program for Atlantic salmon em ancement." 

The 1986 plan maintains the 1985 recreational salmon fishery 
seasons in the Maritime provinces as well as in Newfoundland and 
Labrador, allowing for minor adjustments at the local level, but 
conservation and enforcement measures will be strictly applied. 
Anglers will not be permitted to keep large salmon. "Repeat spawners 
provide a signif icant proportion of egg production each year, and must 
therefore be offered the best chance to survive," Mr. Siddon said. 

The two-grilse-a-day restriction will continue to apply, 
while under the hook-and-release Drogram anglers will again this year 
be encouraged to use barbless hooks and to improve catch and release 
methods. Mr. Siddon added that he will be seeking the cooperation of 
his provincial counterparts to prohibit the use of barbed hooks in 
future years. 

The Minister also announced that the Atlantic Salmon 
Federation has agreed to support an angling licence surcharge to 
contribute to the rehabilitation and conservation of the salmon 
stocks. A similar surcharge has been in effect in Quebec since 1984. 
"IT am pleased that recreational interests have recognized the 
important benefits of conservation measures and have committed their 
strong support to the surcharge idea," he said. 

The mandatory tagging of salmon caught in Quebec amd the 
Maritime provinces has promoted conservation by facilitating the 
enforcement of catch limits. The tagging program will therefore be 
ext ended to the Newfoundand and Labrador commercial fishery in 1986, 
and Mr. Siddon stated that he will be seeking agreement with the 
provincial government to introduce tagging in the Newfoundland and 
Labrador recreational fishery in 1987. 
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A seasonal bag limit will also be introduced in the 
Newfoundland and Labrador recreational fishery for the first time in 
1986. Bag limits under federal jurisdiction wil] remain unchanged in 
the other provinces. 

Mr. Siddon also noted that the success of the Canadian plan 
depends upon vigorous support on the international front. "You can be 
sure we will not allow foreign fishing interests to siphon off the 
benef its of the Canadian conservation program," the Minister said. "I 
intend to make personal representations to both the United States ad 
Greenland, seeking their assurance that our efforts will not be 
negated by over-fishing in international waters. We will be watching 
the 1986 salmon fishery very closely to ensure that the sacrifices 
made by Canadian fishermen are not offset by increased fishing effort 
outs ide Canadi an waters. 

Further details of the 1986 Atlantic Salmon Management Plan 
will be available in the near future from the regional offices of the 
Department of Fisheries and Oceans.

The 1986 Atlantic Salmon Management Plan is guided by 
the principles adopted by the Department of Fisheries and 
Oceans through consultations with the Atlantic Salmon 
Advisory Board. It incorporates the three Regional Atlantic 
Salmon Management Plans which are developed in consultation 
with Regional Zone Management Advisory Committees. In 
addition, representations from interested associations and 
organizations were taken into consideration.

The opening of the 1986 commercial Fishing seasons 
for the province of Newfoundland and Labrador will 
remain as in 1985. However the fall fishery will be 


closed earlier on October 15. The fishing seasons 
will be:

Only full-time fishermen will be eligible to hold 
salmon licences. In the future, fishermen who may be 
down-graded to the part-time categorization will have 
to regain their full-time categorization within two 
years in order to retain’ their’eligibility, to, their 
salmon licence.

The commercial salmon fisheries in the Maritime 
Provinces will remain closed. 


A voluntary Salmon Licence Buyback Program will be 
offered in the Maritime Provinces in 1986. The 
payment formula will be developed and worked out 
through consultations with commercial salmon 
fishermen representatives and provincial governments. 


There will be no new commercial salmon fishing 
licences issued on an Atlantic-wide basis. 


Transfers of commercial fishing licences will be 
allowed in the Maritime Provinces and in Newfoundland 
and Labrador among immediate family members on the 
condition that the recipients are full-time 
fishermen.

Negotiations will continue with native groups to 
review existing fishing quotas and establish such 
quotas where none exist, ensure the enforcement of 
regulations, and encourage the use of trap nets. 
Indian Bands will be asked to participate in 
conservation efforts. Where possible, alternatives 
to salmon fishing will be considered. In New 
Brunswick, the Indian Bands who participated in a 
food fishery in 1985 will be, offered the) opportunity 
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to change fishing gear to trapnets where feasible. 
Indian fisheries development projects will also be 
considered under the N.B. ERDA where these projects 
are deemed to be economically viable and directly 
contribute to conservation of fish stocks. 


Development of programs to expand efforts in the 
enhancement of the Atlantic salmon resource will be 
continued and implemented as funding becomes 
available. Provincial governments and user/interest 
groups benefiting from enhancement activities will be 
asked and encouraged to provide additional funds. 


Recreational interests have committed to the 
implementation of a surcharge to be imposed on 
licences which will Create a fdnd Ce%carry out 
Atlantic Salmon rehabilitation and conservation 
activities. 


The Department of Fisheries and Oceans will maintain 
its commitment to continue negotiations within 
NASCO. Specifically, Canada along with the USA will 
work to achieve a reduction in the catches of North 
American salmon below present levels and will resist 
any attempts to increase the catch of North American 
salmon above the present quota in West Greenland. 
Canada has advanced the closure date of the 
Newfounland Labrador fishery to October 15. This 
initiative is consistent with Canada obligations 
under the North American Commission of NASCO.

The daily and seasonal salmon bag limits do not 
include any salmon that are hooked and subsequently 
released.

D. TAGGING PROGRAM 


During 1986, the tagging systems will be maintained 
in all the Maritime Provinces. A full scale commercral 
tagging program will be extended to Newfoundland and 
Pabrador in 1986. For 1986, all salmon exported) fren 
Newfoundland and Labrador to other eastern provinces will 
have to be tagged before leaving the province. 


Where applicable, all salmon caught by licensed 
salmon fishermen will be tagged by applying a self-locking, 
tamper-proof plastic tag through the mouth and gill cavity 
of the fish. Each tag number will be recorded with the 
licence number issued to the fisherman for immediate 
identification of all legally harvested salmon. 


The tags will be colour coded for each fishery.” Blue 
tags will be used for the licensed recreational salmon 
fishery; red tags for the licensed commercial salmon 
fishery; and orange tags (yellow in Quebec) for the licensed 
Indian food fishery. Brown tags (green in Quebec) must be 
applied to fish caught for scientific-research purposes and 
for fish farming operations. A green tag (white in Quebec) 
will be used for Atlantic salmon imported into New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia, and Prince Edward Island from areas 
outside these provinces. A green export tag will be applied

to salmon being exported from the Province of Newfoundland 
and Labrador and which are not yet tagged. A yellow 

tag issued by Parks Canada will be used for salmon captured 
in waters within national parks. 


E. ENFORCEMENT ACTIVITIES 


Where feasible in 1986, emphasis will be placed on 
protection and conservation of Atlantre salmonviny both) the 
marine and freshwater environment. Particular attention 
will be directed to the following: 


1 commercial salmon log record reporting (where 
applicable); 


2 salmon by-catch restrictions; 

BM poaching activity in inland waters; 

4. fish habitat protections 

Ds salmon tagging requirements; 

6. strict’ observance of closed times and closed sreac. 


In the Western Newfoundland portion of the Gulf 
Region, the "Dial-a-Poacher" program will be continued in 
1986. A toll-free number (ZENITH-07057) has been 
established, and phones will be manned twenty-four hours a 
day. 


The Newfoundland Region is also continuing its 
"Report-a-Poacher". Individuals can report suspected 
illegal fishing activity by dialing the 24-hour manned toll 
free number (1-800=563-/277 )). 


F. RESOURCE ENHANCEMENT 


In 1986, enhancement projects will be maintained with 
the objective of expanding and increasing efficiency where 
possible. The Department will continue to investigate 
enhancement potential and upgrade fish ways. 


There will be no new major enhancement projects 
undertaken in the Maritime Provinces and in Newfoundland. 
However, many regional and community enhancement projects 
will commence in 1986 such as constructions of incubation 
boxes, stream clearance, investigation of enhancement 
potential and upgrading of fishway facilities. 


G. INTERCEPTION 


Measures previously introduced to reduce the inter- 
ception of mainland salmon will be maintained in 1986. 


H. NATIVE FISHERY 


Negotiations will be continued with Native groups to 
ensure their cooperation on conservation initiatives. 
Wherever possible, they will be encouraged to modify their 
fishing methods from gillnets to trapnets from which large 
salmon could be released. In New Brunswick, Native groups 
will be offered financial assistance to replace existing 
salmon gear with trapnets under federal funding from the New 
Brunswick ERDA. Their fishery will remain a food fishery 
only. Native Bands will be encouraged to identify 
alternative development opportunities to replace or reduce 
the salmon component within their food fishery requirements. 


An Atlantic Native Food Fishery Allocation Policy 
will be drafted for public consultation with all user groups 
and provincial governments. 


I. SURCHARGE ON RECREATIONAL FISHING PRIVILEGES 


In 1986 negotiations will resume with all Atlantic 
Provincial Governments for the purpose of establishing and 
administering a fund that could be used to finance Atlantic 
salmon related projects such as enhancement programs, 
surveys and enforcement activities. This fund could be 
established by an ongoing surcharge on recreational fishing 
privileges administered by the provinces. 


J. COMMERCIAL SALMON LICENCE BUYBACK PROGRAM 


In 1986 the Department of Fisheries and Oceans has 
introduced a voluntary buy-back program for commercial 
salmon fishermen in the Maritime provinces. Terms and 
conditions of this program will be established in 
consultation with representatives of commercial fishermen 
and provincial governments.
